The arms are those of Simon Fraser, twelfth Baron Lovat, 
the famous intriguer, 1667-1747. His highly remarkable career 
commenced with his acceptance of a commission in the regiment 
of Lord Murray, afterwards Duke of Atholl, on the assurance 
that treachery to the Government of William III was intended ; 
convicted for high treason 1698; visited James II in exile at 
St. Germain 1700; pardoned by William III 1700; fled again 
to France 1702; pretended conversion to Roman Catholicism 
and promised Louis XIV assistance in invading Scotland ; 
returned to Scotland with a letter from Mary of Modena ; 
endeavoured to compromise Atholl and joined in Jacobite plot ; 
returned to France where he was imprisoned; escaped to 
London 1713; arrested in London 1715; when released rallied 
his clan to the Government ; for the promise of a Dukedom he 
joined the Association of 1737 to invite Prince Charles Edward 
to Scotland ; deprived of regimental commission and office of 
Sheriff ; in 1745, though luke-warm in his support of Prince 
Edward, he was seized in his castle as a hostage for the fidelity 
of his clan ; arrested and brought to London, and executed for 
high treason on Tower Hill, April 4th, 1747.

Admiral the Hon. John Byron (1723-1786), grandfather of George 
Gordon, 6th Lord Byron, the poet ; famous navigator ; when a 
midshipman on board the “ Wager’’, one of Lord Anson’s 
circumnavigating squadron, he was cast away upon a desert 
island in the South Seas and after enduring 5 years of great 
hardships there (of which he published in 1768 a well-known 
narrative) returned to England and attained to high rank in his 


profession. He was Governor of Newfoundland, 1769-1772.

another, by Markwick Markham and Max Borrell, London, in 
pinchbeck cases and tortoiseshell outer case ; another, bv John 
Ashley, London hall-mark, 1776, in silver cases ; anda fourth with 
alarum, in silver case, and shagreen outer case 4. 


A WatcH# for the Turkish market, by Markwick Markham, and Pen- 


gal, in eighteen carat gold case, London hall-mark, 18138, with gold 
and enamelled centre case and tortoiseshell outer case 


A very small Watch, by James Tregent, London, in gold case, chased 


and enamelled in royal blue, with flower designs, and with rose 
diamond snap, in shagreen outer case, late 18th Century 


James Tregent of 35 Stand and 29 Cranbourne Street, London, 
was watch maker to the Prince of Wales and was intimate with 
Garrick, Sheridan, and other notabilities of the Theatre. Kelly 
relates how Sheridan, by attributing his proverbial unpunc- 
tuality to the lack of a timekeeper, obtained from Harris, pro- 
prietor of Covent Garden Theatre, a watch of Tregent’s make. 


A Watch Movement, by Thomas Tompion and Edward Banger, 


London, the cock and plates magnificently engraved and pierced 
with baroque scroll work, no. 4066, in pinchbeck case and outer 
case of later period 


An Alarum Watch, by Thomas Brockhurst, Coventry, with finely 


pierced and engraved movement, with openwork dial, in silver 
case and plain silver outer case, early 18th Century ; and another 
Watch, by John Worke, London, in silver case hall-marked 1771, 
silver middle case chased with a figure subject in a rococo 
cartouche, and a piqué outer case, mid 18th Century 2 
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A fine Watch, by John May, London, the movement beautifully 
pierced and engraved with foliage scroll work, the dial with an 
open design, in a silver case and plain silver outer case, early 
18th Century ; and another, by Williamson, London, in silver 
case hall-marked apparently 1749 ; and plain silver case 2 


An Alarum Watch, by Roget, London, with a repeater action, white 
dial, in pierced and engraved silver case, the outer case with 
a coat-of-arms (indecipherable), early 18th Century ; and two 
other Watches, one in silver by James Norman of Poole, and one 
in pinchbeck by Hawkins, London, the outer case decorated with 
a farmyard scene; also a Watch Movement, by Martineau, 
London ; and an odd Outer Case, decorated with a portrait 
inscribed “‘Vivat de Prins van Oranje” 3 


A Coaching Watch, by Wregg, London, in wooden case bound with 
brass, inscribed “‘ Fifty-two hours, Wregg, London, No. 1695-4’, 
early 19th Century 


** These watches were used on Stage Coaches for purposes of 
timing the journeys. The Watch was locked in its case 
immediately before the start and a note made of the hour. 
At the end of the journey a note was made of the time of arrival. 


A Watch, by Thomas Finch, London, with finely pierced and en- 
graved movement, with an openwork dial in silver case and 
plain silver outer case, civca 1700 


** According to Britten, Thomas Finch was possibly a nephew of 
Tompion. 


A fine Alarum Watch, by Joseph Williamson, London, No. 237, 
with pierced and engraved movement, openwork dial, in silver 
case engraved and pierced with masks and a landscape, in silver 
outer case, early 18th Century 


** Joseph Williamson, a famous horologist ; inventor of the equa- 
tion clock ; held the appointment of watch maker to the Cabinet 
of Charles II of Spain, for whom he made a 400-day long-case 
equation clock. 


Another, by William Wright, London, with finely pierced and 
engraved movement with a radiating centre dial and one hand, 
in pierced silver case, the other case with silver fob attached, 
late 17th Century

A Watch, by Quare and Horseman, London, of small size with 
pierced and engraved movement and repeating action, with 
later dial, in pinchbeck case 


A Watcu, by Daniel Quare, London, No. 2872, with beautifully 
engraved and pierced movement, the dial with openwork 
design, in silver case, circa 1700 


A RARE WATCH, by John Bushman, with finely pierced and engraved 
movement, the cock pierced and engraved with the royal arms, 
the dial with revolving hour circle, set beneath with the minia- 
ture of a lady, in silver case and outer case, late 17th Century 


** A similar watch by a French maker is illustrated by Britten, 
p. 228. Another watch by Bushman, with identical case is in 
the Victoria and Albert Museum.
